SHAMROEK TIME 


American act Concedes Bish 
Boal Six and a halfSeconds, 


SPORTING MEN SURPRISED 


Challenger and Defender Will Star 
the Race This Morning, 


Official Measurer Hyslop Goes Over 
the Two Vessels and Posts 
the Full Measurement 
of Both for the 
Public, 


New York, October 2.—The first race of 
the international series between the 
American yacht Cohtmbia and the Brit- 
ish challenger Shamrock, will be sailed 
tomorrow, weather permitting, over a 
course fifteen miles to windward, or lee- 
ward, and retucn, off Sandy Hook. The 
start is to be made: at 11 o’clock from 
Sandy Hook lightship, unless a postpone- 
ment is ordered. But no race of the se- 


i ries is to be started later than 12:30 p. m. 


One of the greatest. surprises for yacht- 
men since the arrival of the Shamrock in 
these waters, was the announcement, offi- 
cially made at the New York Yacht Club 
tonight, that the Columbia would have 
to allow the Shamrock six and thirty-one 
one-hundredths seconds on a thirty-mile 
course, 

It was generally supposed by yachtmen 
who have seen both yachts under sail and 
in drydock that the Shamrock, by reason 
of her greater sal] spread and apparently 
larger hull, would have to give Columbia 
something like a minute time allowance 
over the thirty-mile course which they are 
to sail. It appears, however, that De- 
signer Fife, while giving the Shamrock a 
larger sail plan than Golumbia, has, at 
the same time, so constructed her hull 
as to give her great freeboard, less dis- 
placement, and consequently a shorter wa- 
ter line by almost tw feet. 

At 7 o'clock tonight twe of the regula- 
tion measurers’ certificates, one showing 
Columbia's measurements, the other 
Shamrock’s, were posted on the bulletin 
board of the New York Yacht Clubhouse. 
They were.signed by the club’s official 
measurer, John Hyslop, and read as fol- 
lows:

Length of water line—Columbia, 89.66; 
Shamrock, 87.69. 

From after end of mainboom to forward 
point of measurement—Columbia, 181.62; 
Shamrock, 189.13. 

From foreside of foremast to forward 
point of measurement—Columbia, 73.35;

Extreme of spinnaker boom—Columbia, 
73.35: Shamrock, 79.46. 

Main gaff—Columbia, 6.9%; Shamrock, 
67.44. 

Topmast— Columbia, 
46.45. 

Height upper side of main boom to top- 
sail, halyard block—Columblia, 134.75; 
Shamrock, 128.28. 

Square foot of sail area as per rule— 
Columbia, 114.61; Shamrock, 116.15. 

Sailing length as per rule—Columbia, 
102.185: Shamrock, 101.92. 

The Shameock’s topmast measures 58.6 
feet, one-fifth off, leaving 46.45. By these 
figures it will be seen that all Shamrock’s 
spars, except the topmast, are longer than 
those of Columbia. For instance, Colum- 
bia’s main boom measures 108.27, Sham- 
rock’s 109.67, making the latter’s spar 1.40 
longer than the Columbia’s. The measure- 
ments of the gaff show 2.69 in. favor of 
the Shamrock. Shamrock’s’= spinnaker 
boom is 6.11 lhonger than Columbia’s, but 
her topmast is 6.44 shorter than that of 
the American boat. «

At the close of Mr. Stone’s speech the 
temper of the meeting was manifested by 
cries for “‘Bryan, Bryan,” in stei¥orian 
tones from every portion of the throng, 
varied with calls for ‘‘Belmont, Belmont, 
get up and show yourself.’’

In other words 
we are to choose between an army of 2,- 
000 and an army of 100,000, I will venture 
the assertion that in any of the nations 
that have gone to militarism you cannot 
find an instance where such a large in- 
crease was cemanded. Consider a mo- 
ment. Grant an increase of 300 per cent 
at the very first step. How easy it will 
be to give them 100 per cent and double 
it, and then one hundred more and double 
it, and make it four hundred per cent. 
When you start on the road from de- 
pendence upon the people to dependence 
upon professicnal soldiers, there is no 
place to stop until] you reach the endur- 
ance of the people. In Europe they have 
an armed soldier ricing the back of every 
toiler. There were mén in the republican 
party that wanted a iarge army. They 
have wanted it for years, but they could 
not get it because there was no necessity 
for it, but the moment the Philippine 
question came, how quickly did-they take 
advantage of it, and hiding behind what 
they called a necessity, they then de- 
manded this increase that they have 
wanted for many years. I do not. believe 
the laboring men of this union will look 
with favor upon this attempt to make a 
great military establishment, which, 
when created, will not only be a burden 
to the producers of wealth, but will be a 
menace to their government itself. 
“Some one has referred tonight to the 
case of France. When you find a great 
army demanding the conviction of an 
innocent man, my friends, the French 
Dresident had to ingmediately pardor 
the convicted man out of respect tor the 
protests of the clvilized worid against 
militarism. (Cheers.) And when in this 
union we have a great gtand.ng army, 
we would have a horde of life-holding 
ficers. When we have a horde of suvu:- 
iers, we will not only have the burden 
that ig borne in other nations, but a 
grave menace to the very. pi§aciples of 
the life of our government itseif; and 
a@iso, my friends, if we have an imperial 
policy we will have a large standing 
army. You never can reduce the army 
be.ow 100,uv. It will be constantiy aug- 
mented if this natfon enters upon an im- 
perial poiicy, and let me say a word here 
about that word imperialism. Our oppo- 
nents do not like to be called imperial- 
ists. I am not surprised. [I have known 
them before to object to words that 
described them. I remember that in 
Is30 they did not want to be called gold 
bugs; they wanted to be called advo- 
cates of sound money and of an honest 
dollar; but they did not want to be called 
gold bugs. It was not until afier the 
election that they blossomed out as gold 
bugs and pointed to the victory, gold 
Standard. And now they do not want to 
be called imperialists. They say they 
are expansionists. ‘Well, they do nat 
seem to be expansionists. The word does 
not fit. If we were going up in the wilds 
of Canada and take a stretch of coun- 
try to be settled by American citizens, 
it would be expansion. It would be ex- 
tending the Iimits of a republic; but 
when we cross the ocean it ig not ex- 
Pansion; it is imperialism. It is impe- 
rialism, and no other term describes it. 
What defense do they give for an im- 
perial defense? Not one in ten will give 
any defense at all. The first man you 
meet tells you that it is not too late to 
discuss the question because the ratifica- 
tion of the tréaty settled that. The next 


-‘man tells you that it is not time to dis- 


cusa it yet because the Filipinos have not 
their arms. And the third 
while he does not know 
what is going to-be done, that he has 
implicit confidence in the president. 

It is hard to get a man to 
defend imperialism, but when you get a 
man who has the audacity to defend an 
imperial policy, you will find that he will 
make one of three defenses.

‘*My friends, I do not like to diseuss a 
great question upon the low plane of 
dollars and cents. If I were to ask you 
what you thought of the commandment 
‘Thou chalt not kill,” would you get a 
Jead pencil] and paper and try to figure 
1p the amount to be stolen and tke 
chances of being caught before you 
wou'd give me an answer on the sub- 
ject? To me it seems to be as absurd 
for a man to begin to calculate in dollars 
and cents the wisdom of an imperial 
policy. In 189f they denounced the Chi- 
cago platform. Some ministers denounced 
it. One eastern minister said that the 
platform was written in hell: another said 
that the devil wrote it. and the last re- 
mark I felt to be a little personal, be- 
— I helped to write a part of it. I 
0 not belleve a single plank violates 
the ten commandments or the moral law, 
and if you can show me a plank in that 
platform which violates any of the com- 
mandments or any moral precept, I am 
willing to abandon it and never again 
advocate it. But there is no such plank 
in that platform; but no matter what 
vyou- may think of that platforn, the 
party’s pcsition upon the Philipnine ques- 
tion sets forth so that no republican can 
urge that about it. The position is this: 
That this country cannot afford to do 
wrong, no matter how much it pays.” 
(Cheers.)

New York, October 2.—In explanation of 
the confusion in the cotton market quota- 
tions from Liverpool, telegraphed to *éw 
Orleans last Friday by the Gold and Stock 
Telegraph Company, the following state- 
ment of the entire matter is togay issued 
by the company: 

‘The confusion in the Liverpool changes 
of the cotton quotations sent out by the 
commercial news department of the Gold 
and Stock Company on Friday, September 
29th, was caused by the necessity of pro- 
curing them from Liverpool direct, instead 
of from the New York cotton exchange 
in the usual way, because the cotton ex- 
change was closed. The reports recelved 
through the New York cotton exchange 
are based on comparisons with each pre- 
ceding report before they reach the com- 
mercia] news department. 

‘In order to furnish the cotton ex- 
changes of the country outside of New 
York with quotations on Friday, the com- 
mercial news department arranged that 
they should be sent to it direct from Liv- 
erpool. Its correspondent in Liverpool 
based the changes on the 2 p. m. price 
of that day instead of on each preced- 
ing quotation, and the operators of the 
commercial news department, in forward- 
ing the quotations from New York, over- 
looked the necessity for so advising the 
exchanges.”

FIFTEEN HUNDRED LIVES LOST 
“BY EARTHQUAKE. 


Men, Women and Children Burned 
to Death in the 
Ruins, 


Constantinople. October 2.—TIt is now es- 
timated that 1,500 perished tn the earth- 
quake in Asia Minor, around Aidin. The 
first shock occurred at 4 o’clock in the 
morning of Geptember 2th and lasted 
forty seconds. The effects were appall- 
ing. Whole villages were completely de- 
stroyed. The earthquake was felt as far 
as Scio. Mitillen and Smyrna. 

The latest advices from the stricken 
district show that men and children were 
burned in the ruins in their dwelling 
Places before they realized their danger. 
Numbers of bodies still Me beneath the 
debris. 

Abont 500 persons were killed at Sara- 
kenl, and some 5300 at Denizli, where three- 
fourths of the buildings fell. There was 
proportionate loss of life in many smaller 
villages. 

One consequence of the earthquake is 
the subsidence of the level of the Aidin 
district by two yards. Sulphurous springs 
burst out in the valley of Noader, and 
the country between Aidin and Denizli 
became full of crevices, out of which 
rushed black, muddy water with sufficient 
volume to wash away a flock of 1,000 
sheep. 

The villagers of the valley of Noader 
report that for several days previous to 
the catastrophe domestic animals were 
disturbed, bellowing, bleating and bark- 
ing.

ARKANSAS TOWN BURNS UP. 


Fifty-Four Business Houses Are De- 
stroyed by Fire. 
Texarkana, Ark., October 2.—De Queen, 
a flourishing town on the Pittsburg and 
Gulf railway, fifty miles north of Tex- 
arkana, was wiped off the map by fire 
last night. Fifty-four business houses, 
including banks and hotels, were con- 


| sumed. The fire started in a small res- 


taurant about 8 o'clock, and raged 
throughout the entire night. It burned 
everything in its path. The loss is esti- 
mated at between $350,000 and $400,000. The 
ineurance will not exceed $15,000. 


CRUSHED BY FREIGHT TRAIN. 


Girl in Man’s Attire Is Fataily In- 
jured in Louisiana. 

Melville, La., October 2.—Sunday morn- 
ing, near the depot at Melville, La., a 
man of middle age and a woman, aged 
19, fully dressed in male attire, undertook 


motion. The man was successful, but 
the woman unfortunately lost her hold, 
and the train passed over her, complete- 
ly severing one arm at the eibow and 
one leg at the knee and mangling the 
other leg. The man could not be inter- 
viewed. The woman said her name was 
Mary Welch, that her home was in 
Shreveport, and that she was married 
there in January, 1898, and has one child 
there. The man that was with her was 
passing her off as his son. The town 
authorities took charge of her and the 
local surgeon amputated both legs above 
the knee. She never recovered after the 
amputation, dying one hour afterwards.

Georgia’s State Banks, 

The recent report of the condition 
of the state banks of Georgia has at- 
tracted wide attention. 

The fact that so many banks in one 
state should have made so uniformly 
good a record, has opened the minds 
of many to the fact that federal super- 
vision is not always a necessity. Geor- 


gia has demonstrated that under state 
supervision a system of banks, equal 
in credit to the same number of na- 


tional banks, can ba maintained. 
Speaking of the showing, The Rich- 
mond Times has this to say: 


This is indeed a gratifying exhibit. It 
indicates increasing properity in Georgia 
and an increase in the working capital 
of the state. But more than that, it 
shows how substantial are the 
banks of the south. They are among the 
best and soundest of our financia] in- 
siitutions, and it is scarcely less than a 
public outrage that they should be pro- 
hibited by the national zovernment, 
through its taxing power, to issue their 
notes and so give to the people through- 


on their affairs. Remove this restriction 
from the state hanks and we ghall hear 
no more about the scarcity of money. 
Putting aside all party predilection 
upon the matter of banking, plain 


‘business sense calls for a more equal 
distribution of the benefits of banking. 
Even in republican states this is ac- 
knowledged as well @s in those under 
democratic control. It is only through

local financial conditions, and for this 
purpose state banks are indispensable.

A Great City. 

Naturally iNew York is congratulat- 
ing herself on the complete success of 
the arrangements, large and small, 
which were necessary to make the trib- 
ute to Dewey a harmonious and united 
whole. The details of such an affair 
are so multitudinous and have such 
unexpected ramifications that ordi- 
narily there is a hitch somawhere in 
the programme. 

But the New York celebration was 
carried out without a jar that was per- 
ceptible to the millions of spectators, 
jand every feature of it moved forward 
to its predestined end almost as 
smoothly as a river flows in its deeper 
channels. 

Naturally the metropolis is felicitat- 
ing itself on the result, and expects to 
be congratulated and deserves to be. 
But there is one feature of the cele- 
bration to which the city should not 
closa its eyes, namely, that the wonder- 
ful success of the celebration was due 
in great measure to the vast crowds 
from all parts of the country which 
flocked to New York to participate in 
‘the tribute paid to Dewey. 

Such an avent should teach those 
who speak for New York that it is time 
for them to put away all those queer 
vestiges of provinciality which so often 
‘crop out in the discussion of affairs. 
Chief among these is what may be 
termed tha Big-Ike attitude of some 
of its editors. It is natural of course 


‘that men who go from villages to make 
their homes in New York should con- 
template their surroundings with awe, 
and feel for a time the overpowering 
influence of such a conglomerate popu- 
lation; but this feeling should be dis- 
sipated instead of being made more 
acute by contact with the various and 
multiform interests of such a city. 

Yet this effect does not manifest 
itself as prominently as it should. 
‘rom day to day are to be observed in 
Naw York’s most powerful newspapers 
the same notes and expressions (only 
in a different shape) that exhibit them- 
selves in our country places, the same 
narrow views, the same manifestations 
of provinciality. The greatness of 
New York is entirely dependent on the 
rest of the country, but the tone of 
some of its able newspapers shows that 
this fact has no place in their minds. 
They believe that the rest of the coun- 
try is entirely dependent on New York, 
and but for the metropolis, would 
have noclaim on existence whatever. 

But the metropolis having shown 
what it can do in tha way of organiz- 
ing the greatest celebration the coun- 
try has ever witnessed should now 
urge her publicists and spokesmen to 
shave and cut thair hair and in this 
way gradually bring them to realize 
that they live in a city that is too great 
to harbor narrow prejudices. 


Making a Lame Conclusion, 

The Boston Transcript seems to be 
pleased with the rezeption of Booker 
T. Washington in Atlanta, and really 
writes of it with a friendly pen. 

Passing over the acknowledgment of 
Professor Washington that the south 
is the only country in the world in 
which the negro has an equal chance 
to make a: living, The Transcript 
agrees that the race question would 
soon be settled were tha result left in 
the hands of such men as he and 
Governor Candler. That admission {s 
s0 unexpected from such a sourca that 
it is with some hesitation we feel con- 
strained to notice one sentenca which 
is somewhat out of place. That is to 
the effect that— 

The black man no doubt needs spurring 
to make the most of his opportunities; 
and his idleness, a trait largely and 
logically begotten of slavery, is a curse 
to him, 

The natural deduction from this 
would be that there was a time when 
“idleness” was not a trait of negro 
character, but that this terrible vice 
was engendered by slavery. Dead as 
the question of slavery is, it should 
not be misrepresented. The first les- 
son in industry the negro race ever 
had was through slavery, through

which it evolved from the clout period 


‘into the dignity of full covering for 


the body. Hance slavery had the op- 
posite effect upon the negro from that 
so fondly held by The Transcript. 

If The Transcript really feels that 
the normal condition of the negro 
race, as it existed before its transplan- 
tation from Africa, was one of indus- 
try and progress, it could do a good 
work by sending a correspondent or 
two to the Guinea coast of Africa, and 
reporting the real facts. 


Interesting Figures. 

The statistics of cotton consump- 
tion continue to increase in interest 
and importanca by reason of the tre- 
mendous change that has taken place 
in the south during the past eighteen 
years. 

For instance, the consumption of 
cotton by northern mills was greater 
during the vear just closed than dur- 
ing the year 1881, by only 477,000 
bales, a gain of less than 28 per cent 
in eighteen years. During the same 
period the southern mills made a gain 
of 820 per cent. In other words, the 
southern mills 
sumption by 1,174,000 bales, while the 
northern milles increased theirs by 
477,000. : 

These figures led a correspondent of 
The New York Pvening Post to pre- 
dict that by the end of four years from 
the present time, more than half the 
cotton manufactured tin the United 
States will be manufactured in the 
south. If the ratio of increase which 
marks tha past four years is kept up 
during the next eight—and the corre- 
spondent thinks the per cent of gain is 
accelerating rather than declining— 
the south will by that time manufac- 
ture more cotton than the whola coun- 
try now manufactures, 
than twenty years will manufacture 
more than. it now: grows. 

These are large prospects. Realiz- 
ing this, The Post’s correspondent re&-

as an indication of the present growth,

Collecting Agricultural] Statistics. 

Editor Constitution—The Constitution, ever to 
the forefront when the interests of the peo- 
ple are at stake, cannot emphasize too strong- 
ly the necessity for a hearty and unanimous 
response to the appeal which Governor Mer- 
riam, the director of the twelvth census, 
sent out a few days ago to the agriculturists 
of Georgia and the south! for a full and an 
accurate reply to the questions which will be 


propounded by the census enumerators next 
crops 


year as to acreage under cultivation, 
grown, production per acre, etc. 

A similar appeal will, of course, 
to heads of all industries throughout the coun- 
try. 

To my mind this {s Georgia and the south’s 
golden opportunity to set herself right through 
the records of the census bureau. It is a 
fact that, as a rule, our farmers deal too 
much in estimates. Exceedingly few of them 
know beyond cotton which must be baled and 
weighed and hay which is beginning to be 
generally baled and weighed, exactly what 
their flelds yield in corn, wheat, oats, rye, 
potatoes, etc. The result fs that the census 
figures heretofore given and the statistics gath- 
ered by the national department of agricul- 
ture do not fairly represent farming in Geor- 
gia or the south. 

Neither the census officials nor the officials 
of the national department of agriculture sare 
at fault in this important matter; our own 
people are to blame. I could easily give fig- 
ures in support of this view, but I do not 
deem it necessary to do so. Suffice it to say 
that, while we talk of the possibilities of our 
soil antl climate and seek thereby to induce 
immigration of a desirable kind to this sec- 
tion, the reports which go to the world as 
to our crop production flatly contradicts quite 
every assertion we are accustomed to make, 
We can truthfully present through the cen- 
sus of 1900 a showing, agricultural, mining 
and industrial, that will astonish the people 
of the union and the world. Our every inter- 
est demands that our people should look and

the south, can lend a wondrously strong hand 
to this movement, which is so essential to a 
proper recognition of the state’s and the 
south’s inherent wealth and importance.

Home Market for Cotton. 

Houston Post: If it were necessary to fur- 
nish the farmers with a practical demonstra- 
tion of the beneficial effect of home cotton 
mills on the price of cotton, the illustration 
would be forthcoming in the action of the 
Eagle and Phenix mill at Columbus, Ga., day 
before yesterday, in paying 7 cents per pound 
for the raw material. 

This was the first instance this season of 
the payment of 7 cents for cotton in the 
south, and it was, of course, due to the fact 
that the local mill could afford such a price 
because of the saving of freight and other 
charges. The buyer for a foreign mill must 
take into consideration always the cost of 
getting his purchases to the point of destina- 
tion and naturally cannot offer as high a 
price as the manufacturer whose plant is on 
the ground, so to speak. And if the home 
demand were greater it stands to reason that 
the competition between the domestic and 
foreign spinners to obtain the required amount 
of raw product to meet their orders would 
be increased and the price necessarily im- 
prove from season to season, unless overpro- 
duction should keep it down. 

The necessity, therefore, of encouraging home 
consumption is at once apparent. No class cf 
men in the south should so enthusiastically 
aid in the manipulation of home mills as the 
planters themselves, To make a market within 
easy reach and save freight and other charges 
is of as much importance to them as to raise 
the crop. 

It is a recognition of this fact that has caus- 
ed the erection of so many mills in the Caro- 
linas on what is known as the co-operative 
plan. The farmers have been generously sub- 
scribing to the stock and thus the most vital- 
ly interested class has been slowly emanci- 
pating itself from the combinations and bear- 
ish movements of foreign spinners. The Post's 
dispatch in yesterday’s issue announcing the 
purchase by the Wagle and Phenix mill of 
rotton at 7 cents, also stated that during the 
fay the local mills at Columbus had bought 
between 2,000 and 3,000 bales and that much 
of the cotton raised in that section of Georgia 


and Alabama has been consumed in the south,’ 


the entire product of some localities going to 
the Carolinas. 

Think of Texas in this connection, the great- 
est cotton state in the union, with compara- 
tively no home mill consumptign! We not only 
depend on outside mills to take our raw ma- 
terial, but buy it back in its manufacture4 
form after paying freight both ways and 
profits to several intermediaries!

ABOUT AMERICAN 
NAVAL COMMANDERS 


Admiral Dewey’s return home furnishes 
an excellent opportunity for reviewing 
some of the great achievements at sea 
which have made the American flag the 
érsign of victory in every part of the 
globe. * 

Even the bare mention of the subject 
brings up at once scores of iames which 
are bright with naval honors. John Paul 
Jones, Stephen Decatur, Oliver H. Perry 
and David G. Farragut! What foreign 
power can discount this list when Ad- 
miral Dewey's name is added thereto? 

Our navy dates back-to the time of the 
American revolution when it was first 
called into.existence by an act of the 
continental congress passed October 14, 
1775, ordering two vessels to be equipped 
in readiness for hostilities—one of ter. 
guns and one of fourteen guns. Befure 
that time vessels had been used here and 
there along the coast for marine defense, 
but October 13, 1775, formally marks the 
birthday of our navy. 

When hostilities with England began in 
good earnest ether vessels were called

In this naval struggle Commodore 
Stenhen Decatur first displayed the

All of the ministers attending the meet- 
ing were united in their approval of the 
above resolution, with the exception of 
Rev. J. C. Sibley, pastor of Wallace Pres- 
byterian church, and this member, in 
withdrawing from the alliance, stated 
that he could not approve of the course 
of the ministers in adopting the resolu- 
tion offered by Dr. Broughton, and 
added: 

“T must ask to be allowed to have my 
name erased from the roll of members.” 

This privilege was accorded Dr. Sibley 
at once, Dr. Broughton moving that his 
request be acceded to. With this excep- 
tion the ministers in attendance were 
heartily in accord in theie desire to re- 
duce the influence of the whisky men to 
a minimum, and in their firm intention to 
bend every effort to defeat at the polls 
those candidates for office who would not 
pledge themselves to stand against the 
extension of the present system, as out. 
lined in their resolution. 

Landrum Favors Local Option. 

Dr. Landrum, in spetiking, said he would 
be pleased at a return to local option, 
and Dr. Broughton deplored the condi- 
tion of things which made it necessary 
to select from a body of men those near- 
est right—none measuring to the mark— 
and so obtain the best results. 

“We know that nearly all of the ran- 
didates are endorsed by cliques and 
rings,’’ said Dr. Broughton. 

Dr. J. E. Solomon, among other things, 
gaid he was for the sobriety of Atlanta, 
and Dr. Sibley also gave voice to his con- 
demnation of corrupt city government, 
but said: “I am opposed to the resolution, 
and do not approve of this body running 
into politics. As an individual, I shall use 
my influence in the inferest of law and 
order, but it would not be proper, in my 
opinion, for us as ministers, to take a 
Stand in this matter.’’

COTTON TESTED BY FIRE. 


Experiments at Lowell Show the Ad- 
vantage of American Round- 
lap Bales. 


The Roundlap bale of the American Cot- 
ton Co., the Lowry bale of the_Planters’ 
Compress Compary, and an ordinary 
square cotton bale were subjected to a 
thorough-going fire test In Lowel], Mass., 
June Sth, by the Associated Factory Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Companies of the 
United States, for the purpose of deter- 
mining the relative fire hazards of the 
eeveral methods of baling cotton. 

Two small frame houses exactly alike 
and scme distance apart had been erect- 
ed on a vacant plot and the space be- 
neath them filled with boards and cotton 
waste, over which ten gallons of coal oil 
were poured. In one building eight Amer- 
ican Roundlap bales and one square bale 
were stored; in the other, eight Lowry 
bales and one square bale. The torch 
was applied and the flames were permit- 
ted to burn one hour before being extin- 
guished; it was as hot a blaze as cotton 
could well be subjected to. There was 
no test of the square bale, owing to the 
fact that when the superstructures col- 
lapsed, which they did a few minutes 
after being fired, one of the square bales 
fell away from the flames and then the 
other was removed. 

It was evident and generally conceded 
that the American Roundlap bale stood 
the test much better than the Lowry bale. 
Nearly all the wires of the Lowry bale 
were burned off and the bales elongated 
from their original length of three feet 
three inches to six feet and over. This 
exposed the cotton in the Lowry bales 
to the flames. which were eating into 
the bales at many points when the fire 
was put out. Two of the Lowry bales 
broke in two and were more badly burned 
than the others, 

The American Roundlap bales stood up 
splendidly under the severe ordeal. They 
neither unrolled nor extended in length, 
and only the outer surfaces exposed to 
the intense flame were burned. This lat- 
est test was only another triumph for the 
American Cotton Company’s Roundilap 
bale. 

The cotton saved from the fire will be 
carefully picked over and the salvage 
reclaimed will be weighed. 

It was stated by underwriters present 
at the Lowell fire test that at a secret 
test recently made as to the ability of 
the two different styles of round bales to 
withstand the action of water, after be- 
ing submerged for some time the wires 
on the Lowry bales had burst and none 
of the Lowry cotton was recovered from 
the test. The American company’s bales 
came out intact and wet only on the ex- 
terior, which soon dried, leaving the cot- 
ton as good as ever.

The only development yesterday in the 
Atlanta depot matter was the reccipt of a 
letter by the state railroad commission 
from President George C, Smith, of the 
Atlanta and West Point. 

Mr. Smith has not filed plans for a sep- 
arate station and he stated to the com- 
mission that the West Point claimed the 
right to use the present station. 

If the roads fai] to agree on plans for 
@ union station and the commission takes 
up the que stion of ordering the roads out 
of the oid shed, they will all probably 
claim an equal right to remain there. 

It looks to an outsider as if the roads 
are preparing to play for more time, As 
is weil Known, the Central is openly op- 
posed to building on the old site. 

The West Point’s letter is a part of 
the programme, whatever that may be. 
Perhaps some of the roads want to find 
out what the commission can do and how 
far its power goes. Some of the railway 
lawyers say that the commission is pow- 
erless in this particular case and cannot 
force the roads which have a property in- 
terest in the shed to vacate it. 

This would make an interesting legal 


point. 
About a year ago the supreme court of 


the state decided that the commission has 


the power to compel a road to build a de- | 


pot. 
The Western and Atlantic, the Central, 


the West Point and the Georgia claim | 


an ownership right in the Atlanta station. 
The commission is not disposed to force 
the Western and Atlantic out, even if it 
has the legal power to do so, The other 
three roads which helped to pay for the 
carshed, hold that if the Western and 
Atlantic can stay there, they also have 
the right to remain. 

If the roads fail to file plans for new 
stations, the commission will have to ad- 
mit defeat or proceed against them, and 
it has not been in the habit of backing: 
down. 

The roads have plans enough and two 
weeks ago the Alder, Cantrell and 
Daniel plans seemed to be in high favor, 
and it looked as if they would be agreed 
on. They were acceptable to four of the 
Central's opposition appears to have 
changed the situation.

HOLD CONVENTION 


Sugar Cane Industries May Be Pushed 


Forward Vigorously. 


INFORMATION IS WANTED 


Commissioner Stevens Communicates 
with County Ordinaries. 


NAMES OF CANE GROWERS ASKED FOR 


Figures Are To Be Prepared Showing 
Those Counties Most Adapted 
to Sugar Cane Growth. 


The state department of agriculture 
is actively engaged in the work of push- 
ing forward the sirup and sugar indus- 
try, for which it has been demonstrated 
that conditions in Georgia are ve: ‘'y tavor- 
able.. The fo! lowing communication was 
sent out yesterday to the ordinaries of 
fifty counties in the state, in all of which 
Sugar cane is raised to a greater or less 
extent: 

“The state agricultural department is 
now e€ngaged in obtaining infurmation 
as to the sirup cane industry in your 
county, looking to the further develop- 
ment of this vaiuabie crop. Will yuu 
aid us by sending us a full list of ail 
Parties who now grow cane? Your early 
answer is solicited. Yours truly, 

“oO. B. STEVEXS.” 

Accompanied by Captain D. G. Purse, 
of the Savannah board of trade, and 
other prominent Georgians, Commission- 
er Stevens has paid a visit to the most 
productive cane section of south Georgia, 
and he has rcturned satisfied that ihe 
sirup and sugar mill experiment will 
not be a failure, but that in this new in- 
dustry lies prosperity to a large section 
of the state. 

While in south Georgla Commissioner 
Stevens made a strong effort to get the 
leading cane growers of Adrian to put up 
@ sugar mill, urging that the extensive 
growth of cane in the immediate neigh- 
borhood wou.id guarantee work for the 
mill nearly the whole season, 

The success of the effort made by Com- 
missioner Stevens yet remains to be seen, 
but it is more than probable that as a 
result of his visit to Adrian, a sugar 
mill and refinery will shortly be estab- 
lished in that town. 

It is now the purpose of the depart- 
ment of agriculture to agcertain accu- 
rately the amount of cane grown in the 
state, as well as the owners of sugar 
cane property.
